24. (Previously Added) The method of claim 21 wherein said program code is 
an object-oriented object. 

25. (Previously Added) The method of claim 21 wherein said at least one 
definitional statement is a Hypertext Markup Language statement. 

26. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 21 further comprising th e st e p of 
generating a design for said GUI, said design i dent i fying including a plurality of GUI 
components. 

27. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 26 wherein a first of said plurality 
of GUI components in said design is located within a second of said plurality of GUI 
components, wherein said unique name space designation is associated with said 
second of said plurality of GUI components , the method further comprising: m4-

generating at least one definitional statement for said first of said plurality of GUI

30. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 29 further comprising a browser 
application that is configured to generate a name-value pair, said- wherein a name

(Currently Amended) The system of claim 30 further comprising a page 
control configured to examine said name portion of said name-value pair and to direct 
said name-value pair to said program cod e based on said unique name space 
designation in said name portion. 

32. (Previously Added) The system of claim 28 wherein said control is an 
object-oriented object. 

33. (Previously Added) The system of claim 28 wherein said control is a Java 
Bean.
